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OBSTRUCTIVE TARIFF CLAUSE 
MODIFIED. 

The Treasury Department at Washington 
has sent the following letter to the N. Y. 
Collectors of Customs: 
Sir: 

The Department is in receipt of your let- 
ter of Mch. 19 in relation to the classifica- 
tion of (1) original paintings, pastels, draw- 
ings, sketches, and (2) original and two 
replicas or reproductions of sculptures or 
statuary, under Par. 652 of the Tariff Act 
of Oct. 3, 1913. 

You state that many importations of these 
classes of works of art are made and are 
claimed to be entitled to free entry under 
Par. 652, but are unaccompanied, by any 
evidence that they are originals or replicas, 
and the appraiser reports that while they 
may be originals or replicas he has no proof 
to that effect. You request to be informed 
of the nature of the' evidence to be re- 
quired for the free entry of such works 
of art. 

The Department is of the opinion that, 
where practicable, the declaration of the 
artist certified before the American consul 
should accompany the invoice, stating that 
the paintings, pastels, drawings and sketches 
included in the invoice were painted by 
him and are originals, and that the sculp- 
tures or statuary included in the invoice 
were produced by him and are either ^ the 
originals or are the first or second replicas. 
Wher^ the artist is dead or is, at the time 
of shipment traveling outside of the coun- 
try of exportation, or for any other good 
reasdn it is impracticable to obtain his dec- 
laration, tRe declaration of the foreign ship- 
per having knowledge of the facts, certified 
before the American consul, may be ac- 
cepted in lieu thereof, in which declaration 
the shipper should set forth the name of 
the artist, and state to the best of his 
knowledge and belief, that the articles are 
originals or replicas as the case may be. 
This declaration should also contain a state- 
ment why it is impracticable to produce the 
declaration of the artist. The consul, if he 
has any reason to -doubt any of the state- 
ments" containfd'^'^ the declarations should, 
communicate such fact to the collector of 
ciistonis at the port of > entry, with his rea- 
sons therefor. 

The Department has requested the Secre- 
tary of State to instruct the American con- 
suls to certify these declarations, and a 
copy of the form of declaration is herewith 
inclosed. 

Works of art, unaccompanied by proof, 
and claimed to be entitled to free entry 
under paragraph 652, where the entries are 
not liquidated, and where the appraiser has 
reported that they may be originals or re- 
plicas in the case of sculptures or statuary, 
should be liquidated free of duty upon the 
production of an affidavit of the importer 
or owner, stating that he has investigated 
the origin of the works of art included in 
the entry and is satisfied that the paintings, 
pastels, drawings and (original letter has 
"and" corrected in pencil by "or") sketches 
are originals, and that the sculptures or stat- 
' uary are originals, or the first or second 
replicas. 

You may also accept such evidence in con- 
nection with future importations of works 
'^'art arriving within the next thirty days.

The land owners who own them 
may cling to the last to their heritage; but 
sooner or later the pictures will be squeezed 
from the walls of the class which radicalism 
would tax out of existence. If and when- 
they RO, America will probably get them."

Frances Soule Campbell has obtained a 
temporary injunction restraining the Camp- 
bell Art Company from publishing prints 
of her portrait of the late Mrs. Mary Baker 
Eddy. She alleges that her picture "was 
an inspiration born of close study of the 
life and work and growing recognition of 
her spirituality, which I endeavored to por- 
tray." 

Miss Campbell says her picture was so 
popular that she Rot $15,000 from the sales 
of r-eproductions before she contracted with 
the defendant, but wants future sales 
stopped because the copies made by the 
defendant do not do justice to the portrait. 



JARVES PICTURES IN DANGER. 

Prof. Oswald Siren, of the University of 
Stockholm, who has been lecturing at sev- 
eral American colleges, says in the "Even- 
ing Post," that the Jarves collection of early 
Italian art at Yale College contains some 
of the richest and rarest material, and he 
feels justified in calling attention to the fact 
that it is neglected and decreasing in value 
day by day. 

"Having come to this country," he said, 
"for the purpose of lecturing on the history 
of art at several of your universities, I have 
taken the opportunity of studying the nu- 
merous collections of early Italian pictures 
in which I am especially interested. I am 
glad to be able to state that I have found 
a good reward for my journey simply in be- 
ing able to see the private and public collec- 
tions, most of which are well known and 
thoroughly appreciated by art lovers. But 
at the same time I have been surprised to 
find that the one collection which contains 
the richest and rarest material for students 
of early Italian art is also the most neg- 
lected. As this neglect is reaching a point 
where paintings of great value, not only to 
students, but to all who are interested in 
art and to the nation, are at stake, I feel it 
my duty to draw public attention to the 
matter. I refer to the Jarves collection be- 
longing to Yale University. 

. Value of the Collection. 

"The collection is without doubt the most 
homogeneous and interesting illustration of 
Florentine and Sienese art from the thir-^ 
teenth to the fifteenth century to be found 
in America, and I doubt if there is anything 
quite comparable today in any European 
museum outside of Italy, as it contains so 
many rare specimens, especially of the thir- 
teenth and fourteenth century Florentine 
paintings, which are seldom found even in 
the larger museums. Besides these early 
an^ valuable pictures, the collection con- 
tains several masterpieces, the value of 
which nowadays is increasing by leaps and 
bounds. * * * 

"After making a careful study of the 
collection, and having supplemented my 
opinion with that of such practical men as 
-Messrs. Harold and- Walter Ehrich, who 
made a special trip to New Haven to ap- 
praise the collection with me, I am able to 
state that a very conservative estimate of 
the value of the collection places it at more 
than a million dollars. But this value is 
decreasing day by day, due to the deteriora- 
tion of the pictures, and will continue unless 
something is done at once to prevent it. 
Many of the pictures are in a very deplor- 
able condition." 

Prof. Mather's Suggestion. 

Prof. Frank Jewett Mather, writing from 
Princeton to the "Evening Post," endorses 
Professor Siren's views and warning, and, 
while disagreeing with him that the Yale 
Art School is "a firetrap," admits it is not 
fireproof. He then makes the following 
good suggestion: 

"I am surprised that nobody has made the 
suggestion that Yale should divest herself 
of this charge of the Jarves pictures. Since 
it is a proposal that can more safely be 
made by one not a Yale man, I venture to 
suggest that the Metropolitan Museum 
might welcome the chance to purchase the 
hundred pictures at a fair valuation. That 
would insure safe custody, and in no other 
way could the Metropolitan Museum pro- 
cure so complete and fine a representation 
of the primitive Italian schools. Yale Uni- 
versity holds the pictures by purchase. No 
deed of trust or obligation of honor for- 
bids such a transaction as is suggested 
above. There are obvious sentimental ob- 
stacles which I need not urge. 



METROPOLITAN MUSEUM, 

It was announced at the monthly press 
view of the Metropolitan Museum on Wed- 
nesday that the Altman collections will not 
be placed on exhibition until next Autumn. 

Recent accessions announced were the 
self portrait by William Orpen, recently 
shown in the Knoedler Galleries, and a pas- 
tel portrait of Bismarck by Lenbach, both 
presented by Mr. George F. Baker, a Sien- 
ese primitive panel, a fragment of an old 
altar piece, Saint Catherine, attributed by 
Mr. Berenson to Pierre Lorenzetti, a con- 
temporary of Giotto, from the Reber col- 
lection of Barmen, Germany, an early Ital- 
ian bow and arrow, said by Mr. Bashford 
Dean to be the earliest in existence, dis- 
covered in a lumber room in North Italy; 
Mahonri Young's bronze statuette, "The 
Stevedore," and six pieces of old Bennington 
ware all by purchase.

They are in contrast to the Salon tself. The 
canvases are the visions of a poet tran- 
scribed through the medium of paint, color, 
drawing and composition.

"Four strong, strange personal canvases 
by Zuloaga, are the next most interesting 
feature, one being a portrait of M. Maurice 
Barres, life size, with Barres^s Life of El 
Greco,' in his hand, gazing over the city of 
Toledo. 

Roll's large ceiling decoration for the Pe- 
tit Palais, representing poetry and drama, 
seems somewhat undignified for a monu- 
mental decoration. Lazlo's portraits of the 
Duchess of Portland and Lady Wantage are 
better in color and conception, while pre- 
serving all his brilliance of execution. 
Twelve Hundred Oils Shown. 

"In all 592 artists are represented, with 
1,214 oils. America is represented by only 
thirty-eight painters, with seventy-seven 
works. John Noble's two poetic marines \ 
deserve special notice. George Oberteuffer 
shows three pictures in his best style. F. 
C. Frieseke has .four beautiful canvases, 
which are subtle in color. 

Americans Represented. 

"Myron Barlow also has four pictures, all 
of them charming. Julius Rolshoven dis- 
plays a striking portrait of Comtesse d'Or- 
say. C. W. Hawthorne has four pictures, 
one "Une Fille." Charles H. Pearce has 
two Spanish pictures. Miss Grace Turn- 
bull's "Baby on a Woman's Shoulder" at- 
tracts attention, as does Julius Stewart's 
"After the Bath." 

Cameron Burnside has two oils and two 
watercolors, and James R. Hopkins has four 
admirable canvases. Eugene Ullman's two 
fine oils are execrably hung, but his four 
striking watercolors are better treated.

BREDIUS ON "EXPERTS." 

The following letter from Dr. A. Bredius, 
the well known "expert" of The Hague, with 
the following editorial comment, was pub- 
lished in the London Morning Post, Mar. 
27 last: 
To the Editor of the Morning Post: 

Sir: May I say a word in answer to 
Professor Laurie's letter in your paper of 
March 18? But first allow me to refer to 
the Hirsch sale and the experts. I am not 
in favor of giving certificates indiscrimi- 
nately, as is often done, for experts are, of 
course, not infallible, and wrong certificates 
often cause much mischief. Why, however, 
should they not give certificates for pictures 
of small value as well as for costly paint- 
ings, say,^ Rembrandts? The Hirsch pic- 
tures realized more or less what they were 
worth. A certificate that a portrait is really 
by Nicholas Maes does not mean that it is 
a fine or valuable picture by him! It is 
true the Ostade in the Hirsch sale was not 
by Ostade, but by Victoryns, and "The Her-^ 
m' it'' was' certainly not' by 'Gerard Dou, but' 
I think most of the other "certificates" gave 
the true names to the pictures. That the 
"Ostade" and the "Dou" fetched small 
prices proves that collectors are beginning 
to look through their own eyes, which is 
always the best way. 

Now as to the Bol question. Professor 
Laurie seems not to have read my numer- 
ous articles on this question in "Oud Hol- 
land" (1911-1912), with a great many illus- 
trations, and in the "Burlington Magazine" 
for January and March this year. I think 
I give in both magazines some very import- 
ant reproductions after details of pictures 
by Bol and by Rembrandt. The worst 
phase of this question is that nearly all 
tne Rembrandt-like early pictures by Bol 
have been changed into Rembrandts, and 
are either unsigned or have false signa- 
tures. On the important Bol portraits of 
Mr. Alfred von Rothschild,' which I saw 
with my own eyes, long ago, when they be- 
longed to Lord Ashburton, the signature 
of Bol lies beneath the forged signature of 
Rembrandt (the fecit is still in Bol's hand- 
writing). The owner will not allow the 
pictures to be photographed as he still be- 
lieves that they are by Rembrandt. This 
is a great pity, because a good life-size 
photograph of the collar and the hands 
would at once prove that the painter of 
these portraits is the painter of Elisabeth 
Bas's portrait. In the Hermitage Museum, 
St. Petersburg, five Bols have false signa- 
tures of Rembrandt, while portraits by Bol 
himself _are_ in .the Museum of Brunswick 
ana "in "tffe'^fiim'ds 'bf American' dealers, all 
figuring as Rembrandts. 

In a little book, which will be fully illus- 
trated, I will try to give an idea of the real 
Bol as he was in his earliest time, when his 
art very closely resembled the art of Rem- 
brandt. — Yours, &c. A. Bredius. 

The Hague, March 22. 
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[Dr. Bredius is. quite right to ask — Why 
experts should not give certificates for pic- 
tures of small value as well as for costly 
paintings? There is no reason why they 
should not. But, as we have said before, 
experts of the standing of Drs. Von Bode, 
Friedlander, Valentiner, and De Groot 
should not apply epithets such as^ "very 
masterful," "very typical," a "very charm- 
ing and characteristic work," "an interest- 
ing and important picture," and an "excel- 
lent painting" to pictures which are charac- 
terized by Dr. Hofstede de Groot as of 
"Seventeenth rank." That is our point. 
It is interesting to note that the "Ostade" 
and the "Dou," condemned as false by Dr. 
Bredius. are accepted by Drs. Friedlander 
and Valentiner as srenuine. Of the Ostade 
the former said: "I was more than pleased 
with the Van Ostade which I found at your 
home. The life-like figures are not so high- 
ly colored as in his later works, but have 
certainly a freshness and a design that are 
equally ^rood," while Dr. Valentiner de- 
clared: "I am quite sure that the A. Van 
Ostade is Q-enuine, and very typical," and 
he stated, "The Gerard Dou is undoubtedly 
a eenuine work" by this master." — Ed. 
Morning Post] 



OLD DUTCH HERO HONORED. 

At the recent annual meeting of the Hol- 
land Society of N;- Y., at the Hotel Astor, 
it was announced that the effort, extend- 
ing over five years, to erect a statue in 
New York in honor of "William the 
Silent," known in the history of Holland 
as the man who successfully combated the 
Spanish invasion in the XVI century, was 
now successfully terminated. The statue 
with its pedestal will be forty feet high 
and will be an exact reproduction of the 
statue of William the Silent that was placed 
some years ago in the centre of the main 
square of The Hague. C. Van Wyck, a 
Holland sculptor, will make the statue from 
the original plaster cast of the statue nov/ 
in existence, and will arrive here next Fall.

The Bronzes of Bugatti.

ART TARIFF MODIFIED. 

As will be seen from the letter of in- 
structions from the Secretary of the 
Treasury to the Collector of Customs 
in New York, published elsewhere in 
this issue, the Department has modi- 
aed the strict and absurd farmer rul- 
ing as to the production by the import- 
ers of modern pictures, of affidavits 
from artists if living or ''responsible 
parties," if dead, that the pictures are 
''original," construed by the N. Y. Col- 
lectors and Appraisers to mean "the 
first picture painted of any subject by 
any artist." 

The entry will now be accepted if it 
is "Not practicable" to produce artists' 
affidavits, on a Consular invoice. 

While this modification has afforded 
some relief in an exceedingly strained 
situation, and has permitted the entry 
of hundreds of pictures which have 
been held up in the N. Y. Custom 
House for some time past, the objec- 
tionable, absurd and inconsistent in- 
terpretation of the word "original" still 
remains and Congress should be asked 
to alter this clause of the Tariff bill 
which is sure to make for trouble in the 
future. The word "original" should be 
construed to mean "original with the 
artist," and not the first picture paint- 
ed of any subject. 

And why should replicas be barred? 
It cannot be for any purpose of 
revenue, or protection, and would 
seem to be simply an arbitrary and 
meaningless provision.

ANOTHER PRIZE ART JURY. 

While it is not our province to pass 
upon the merits of the recent charges 
made by Mr. Tonetti, the sculptor, that 
the best positions in the recent annual 
exhibition of the Architectural League 
were given to the work of members of 
the Jury, without regard to the quality 
of the same — which charge Mr. Tonetti 
has retracted, and for which he is to 
send a letter of apology to every mem- 
ber of the League to whom he sent the 
original charges — we are pleased to 
note that the incident induced the 
League to appoint a committee to con 
sider Mr. Tonetti's suggestion that at 
future exhibitions of that organization 
no Juror shall exhibit or compete for 
any award by the Jury and that the 
Jury must, if called upon, give its rea- 
sons for the rejection of the work of 
any recognized artist. 

We advise the League to adopt, at 
least, the rule that no award shall be 
given any serving Juror. This will fol- 
low up the admirable move of the Na- 
tional Academy in appointing a special 
Jury for its future exhibitions, whose 
work shall be hors concours, due in no 
small part to our agitation of the sub- 



Vezin's Last Word. 

Editor American Art News. 
Dear Sir: 
I have received from the Art News the 
cheque sent back by Mr. Myers, but fail 
to find in his letter why, after accepting it, 
he should return it. If the Pa. Academy 
will not accept it, I offer it through the Art 
News direct to any of the classes of the Pa. 
Academy School, if not less than ten stu- 
dents will compete for the prize. If they do 
not like my subject, "Equal Opportunity," I 
will give them the choice of "Fair Play," 
"The Square Deal" or "Justice." i 

I do not see that Mr. Myers' last letter 
can affect the verdict as to the merits of 
the controversy, the verdict which is over- 
whelmingly against the Pa. Academy's sys- 
tem of selecting pictures. The greater part 
of Mr. Myers' letter is taken up by an at- 
tempt to refute the charge that there was 
no room left. He entirely ignores my an- 
ticipation of this reply, which was as fol- 
lows: "But even if the answer should fail 
to show this, it would not prove that there 
would have been room for many of the re- 
jected. The tendency of hanging commit- 
tees is to do lesb crowding and there was 
no room left consistent with sach hanging." 
The National Academy of Design has pur- 
sued the same policy of reducing the num- 
ber of pictures hung in order to dispel the 
former sense of overcrowding. 

Mr. Myers then goes to considerable^ 
length to prove Ihiat "Never as far as 
know or can learn, has the Hanging Com- 
mittee failed to hang every picture the jury 
accepted." That question was not raised. 
Myers Answers An Indictment. 
As to "wandering far afield from the 
specific charge he made," I made no charge; 
I asked questions. I think Mr. Myers' 
answers to those questions are the indict- 
ment. 

The statement that it is "nobody's busi- 
ness but the Academy's what is done," etc., 
etc., is not a fair reply to the question 
whether the artist not on the invitation list 
was unjustly treated. The Academy may 
have a right to do what it pleases, but it 
must not mislead, and surely the 582 out of 
596 were misled. 

Mr. Myers further states: "He has already 
discovered that the Pa. Academy is not easy 
to get in," etc. I do not object to that. Let 
the standard be high. I only object that it 
is hard for some artists to get in and easy 
for others; that some men are represented 
by three and four pictures and other men 
as good have been unable to get in one in 
years. 

Mr. Myers says: "As the standard is 
raised, each step marks the fall of a weaker 
brother, but that cannot be helped." Yes, 
but let it be the weaker artist and not the 
weaker politician. Let it not be the artist 
whose studio is inconvenient of access to 
the inviter. 

Vezin Saw the Show. 
Mr. Myers asks if I saw the show and 
what I thought of it. I saw it and found it 
very beautiful. As an exhibition it was a

VEZIN-MYERS CONTROVERSY. 

In the Boston "Transcript," Mr. W. H. 
Downes, writing on the controversy pub- 
lished in the Art News between Mr. Charles 
Vezin of New York and Mr. Myers, Secre- 
tary of the Pa. Academy, over the method 
pursued by the Academy in selecting pic- 
tures for its annual exhibition, says: 

"If the artists make it unpleasant for the 
business men, a business man sometimes 
succeeds in making things warm for the art- 
ists. Mr. Charles Vezin is quite as much 
of an artist as a business man, and again 
as much of a business man as an artist; that 
is he is both a successful painter and a suc- 
cessful manufacturer. He has recently put 
a business mind to the problem of finding 
out why the Philadelphia authorities of this 
Winter's exhibition at the Pa. Academy, 
after having rejected all but fourteen of the 
596 paintings set before its jury in New 
York, then allowed more than half of the 
pictures actually exhibited at the Academy 
to go in without submission to the jury. 

"Mr. Vezin anticipated the reply to his 
criticism that he was voicing the feeling of 
the rejected. He is pardonable, therefore, 
in referring to his frequent appearances as 
exhibitor at the leading shows of the coun- 
try. He desires to enforce the principle of 
the open field and no favor, no 'inviting' and 



great success, 'artistically, financially and in*?^ 'exhibition' paintings, as such, that is, 
- ... - . huge canvases, Vrit large m coarse and 

shallow effectism tolerable nowhere else but 
in an exhibition. This fine stand of his 
against 'exhibitionism' has already been cit- 
ed in these columns. Mr. Vezin is a doughty 
controversialist with the pen. During the 
framing of the Dingley-Aldrich tariff sched- 
ules he led the press campaign for the in- 
creased rates on hosiery and such things 
in his line of manufactures, and his triumph 
there was no small part of the 'filling of the 
cup,' which slopped over in that tariflF. As 
for his revolt against the methods exempli- 
fied in the Pennsylvania exhibition, he 
writes: 'I am glad to be the mouthpiece 
of the discontent with these methods, the 
discontent which fails to find expression 
for fear of consequences. In this way my 
position as a non-professional gives me 
the strategic position which it would be an 
act of treachery not to seize. It may aflFect 
my opportunities for exhibiting, but it will 



the number of visitors it attracted, and this 
without sensational, erotic or "tommyrotic" 
features. But that is not the issue. 
Fair Play Defended. 

I must say a word in defense of my 
riend who, to use Mr. Myers' words, "skulks 
behind a pseudonym." I do not know who 
"A Lover of Fair Play" is, but he is no 
doubt a professional painter and as such 
cannot afford to provoke the antagonism of 
an institution so influential as the Pa. 
Academy. I wish here to thank him for his 
support. 

System to be Changed. 

I am told that the system is to be changed. 
If I have contributed to this, it will please 
me more than if I had taken the Medal of 
Honor. I protest that I was not actuated 
by pique or by any feeling against anyone 
connected with the Pa. Academy. I want 
to see our oldest art society continue a bul

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LONDON LETTER. 

London, April 8, 1914. 

''Show Sunday" is no longer the insti- 
tution it was. The really important art- 
ists are leaving the social orgy of tea and 
frocks and chatter to their less prominent 
contemporaries, who continue to derive 
stimulus and satisfaction from the eulo- 
gies of their friends and admirers, be- 
fore challenging the more drastic criti- 
cism of the hanging committee of Bur- 
lington Hjouse. Among those whose stu- 
dios were not open on Show Sunday 
were John Lavery, Seymour Lucas, 
Frank Brangwyn, William Orpen, etc., 
and the reasons for the coyness of these 
artists were many and various. Mr. 
Brangwyn, for instance, having practi- 
cally emptied his studio on behalf of the 
exhibition of his work which is being 
held on the Continent, was not in a posi- 
tion to send to the Academy this Spring ; 
much the same applies to Tom Mostyn, 
whose forthcoming exhibition at the 
Grafton Gallery is occupying all his time 
and energy. Seymour Lucas, although 
not indulging in "Show Sunday,'' is send- 
ing no less than five portraits, among 
them one of Miss Lucy Kemp Welch; 
John Collier is deserting the ''problem" 
theme this year for a picture of Clytem- 
nestra after the murder of Agamemnon 
and Cassandra, while Edgar Bundy, 
whose picture of "Finance" made such a 
sensation last year, will send three less 
ambitious studies of fisher girls, children 
and Antonio Stradivarius, respectively. 
A. S. Cope has several important por- 
traits ready, notably of the King and 
the Duke of Connaught. A picture which 
is certain to attract a good deal of atten- 
tion, both on account of its treatment and 
subject is Mr. Dollmann's "A Very Gal- 
lant Gentleman," depicting Captain Gates 
going forth to meet his death among the 
snows of the Antarctic. 

The Falser Galleries Open. 

It is no easy matter to succeed to a firm 
of the reputation established by Messrs. 
Shepherd Bros., whose galleries in King 
St., St. James, were for so many years a 
Mecca for all true picture-lovers. Messrs. 
Falser, however, who are well known as 
specialists in early English drawings, are 
carrying on the tradition of their predeces- 
sors in a markedly able manner and their 
present exhibition of 'The Blue School,'* that 
is to say of the group of artists of whom 
Girtin, Cotman, Cozens and, of course. Tur- 
ner, were the most conspicuous lights, is 
particularly pleasant and well selected. Prac- 
.tically the whole of the exhibits are in per- 
fect condition, the colors as pure and clear 
as on the day they were painted. Admirers 
of the artist, Nattes, examples of whose 
works are exceedingly hard to discover no^v- 
adays, will be especially interested in his 
"Street in Bath," a particularly fine piece 
of draughtsmanship. 

American Art at White City. 

No less than half of the art galleries of the 
"White City" exhibition at Shepherd's Bush 
this Summer will be devoted to American 
art, the space being distributed equally be- 
tween the work of American artists resident 
in London and of those sending direct from 
the States. We have grown so accustomed 
to regarding the achievements of such men 
as Sargent, Shannon and Pennell as proper 
to our own little island that it comes with 
something of a shock to realize that they are 
merely a loan to us from the new country. 

London Museum at Stafford House. 

The London Museum is now duly in- 
stalled at Stafford House and Sir William 
Lever was present last week to receive the 
King and Queen on their visit to it. 

Frimitives Sold at Christie's. 

Some interesting Primitives were dis- 
persed at Christie's during the Arthur sale. 
Most of the leading London dealers were 
represented among the buyers. The Marl- 
borough Gallery acquired a "Madonna and 
Child," by Pier Francesco Fiorentino, for 
300 gns.; for 320 gns. Knoedler & Co. se- 
cured the two Lucas Cranach panel por- 
traits of the Elector of Saxony, a great ad- 
vance on the price of 46 gns., the amount 
paid for them in the Revelstoke sale of 
1893. Mr. L. Harris was the purchaser at 
530 gns. of an "Adoration of the Magi," by 
Engle Brechtsz. Today's dispersal of the 
Old Masters, belonging to the late Earl of 
Ellenborough, which takes place at Chris- 
tie's, is sure to be well attended.

WASHINGTON. 

There are 117 oils and 18 sculptures in the 
twenty-third annual exhibition of the Soci- 
ety of Washington Artists, now on in the 
Corcoran Gallery. A third of the exhibits 
are from other than local artists. The can- 
vases are not large and the general average 
of the display is good. 

The exhibition is an open or jury one, and 
so should please Mr. Charles Vezin and 
others opposed to invitation or combined 
invitation and jur}^ displays. 

The jury of award was composed of 
Charles Morris Young of Phila., and Blen- 
don Campbell and David Ericson of New 
York, who awarded the gold medal to W. 
W. Gilchrist of Phila., for ''The Old Gold 
Screen," the silver medal to William L. Car- 
rigan of New York York for a landscape, 
"Winter Evening," the bronze medal to 
Catherine C. Crichter of Washington for a 
portrait of Miss Aline Solomons, hon. men- 
tions to Charles Vezin of New York for a 
marine, 'The Anchorage," and Edward Page 
of Baltimore for a sculpture purposed as a 

sun dial. 

There is a predominance of Winter land- 
scapes of which Hobart Nichols, John F. 
Carlson, Henry Hillbom and Winfield Scott 
Clime's canvases are the best. Other good 
landscapes, not Winter ones, are by Ed- 
ward Whiteman of Baltimore, J. Alden 
Weir, Richard Brooke, Max Weyl and E. C. 
Miller of Washington. In portraits and fig- 
ure works Mrs. Bush Brown (portrait of 
H. T. Rainey), Orlando Rouland (portrait 
Hobart Nichols), Wayman Adams, Eugene 
Speicher, Adolph Weiner-Blondheim, W. J. 
Whittemore, Harold MacDonald, Anna 
Sands. Josephine Glotzner, Francis Cran- 
mer, Charles C. Stotler and Bayard H. Ty- 
ler are to the fore. 

Edward Dufner's charming figure work, 
"Gladys by the Window," has the place of 
honor and deservedly so, and Catherine 
Crichter, Charles Bittinger, Ossip Linde, 
Henry R. Poore, Elizabeth Mulhofer, W. B. 
Closson, Lesley Jackson, Bertha R. Perrie, 
and others show good figure compositions. 

The few sculptures comprise works by 
George Zolnay, H. K. Bush-Brown, Adolfo 
de Mesti, Carl R. Askeby, Richard Paine, 
J. Maxwell Miller and Edward Berge. 

Richard E. Brooks has just completed his 
model for the statue of Col. Joseph Wads- 
worth for the Conn, state capitol at Hart- 
ford. There are places for six figures on 
the facade of this building — three have been 
done by Paul W. Bartlett — commissions for 
the other three were given to Mr. Brooks, 
who has completed two. They are statues 
of the first Governor of Conn., and one of 
the chief law-makers of the State. 

An exhibition of oils and watercolors by 
the late J. H. Moser, is now on at 725 17 St. 

The exhibition of small bronzes by Prince 
Paul Troubetskoy, opened in the Moore 
Galleries last week. 



MONTREAL. 

The thirty-first annual exhibition of the 
Montreal Art Association, now on, is larger 
than usual, comprising 431 pictures, besides 
a good collection of sculpture, architectural 
drawings and designs and china. Among 
the artists represented, Suzor-Cote is fore- 
most with his "Isolement" and "Apres la 
Debacle," and is to be congratulated on his 
achievement. "The Ice Harvest." by Mau- 
rice Cullen, is one of the finest canvases 
the artist has produced, and four oils by A. 
H. Robinson have a good decorative quality. 
William Brymer, president of the R. C A., 
is represented by four canvases and J. M. 
Barnsley's four watercolors and four oils 
are worthy of special mention. Three por- 
traits of children by Henrietta Shore are 
brilliant in color and execution, and two 
charming studies of little girls are shown 
by Gertrude Des Clayes.

Dresden, April 6, 1914 

A great "French Exhibition, Dresden 
1914" will be held at Galerie Ernst Arnold 
from Apr. 11 to May 15. Herr Arnold has 
been assisted by Dr. Emil Waldmann, 
director of the Fine Art Hall at Bremen, 
who has also arranged for 3 lectures about 
French Masters of the 19th Century to take 
place on the 15th, 18th and the 22nd of the 
month. Much attention is expected to be 
paid to the exhibition from German and 
other places. It will be opened Saturday, 
Apr. 11 in the presence of members of the 
Royalty and a number of representatives 
of foreign powers, among whom will be M. 
Jules Canibon, the French Ambassador to 
Germany. 

The Honorary Committee consists of his 
Royal Highness Prinz Johann Georg, Duke 
of Saxony, Justice Dr. von Dietel, Secret 
Government Judge Dr. Heyn, Secret Gov- 
ernment Judge Dr. Lehrs, Adolf Rother- 
mand. Commercial Judge Schmeil, Oscar 
Schmitz and Secret Judge Dr. V. Seidlitz. 



PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, April 8, 1914. 

It will be remembered that the late M. 
Edouard Pelletan, the well-known pub- 
lisher, bequeathed to the Louvre a por- 
trait of Anatole France, by Carriere, 
with the stipulation that it should go to 
the Carnavalet museum, in case the Lou- 
vre did not accept it. The Louvre has 
not accepted the picture, on the ground 
that Carriere has not yet been dead for 
ten years (the rule that only the works 

Sale of Furniture and Art Works. 

A sale of .old pictures, furniture and 
works of art held by M. Lair-Dubreuil 
Mar. 1 made a total of $90,198 for 139 lots. 
A suite of drawing-room furniture consist- 
ing of eight armchairs' and a sofa covered 
with 18th century tapestry, the property of 
a lady, was' bought for $16,136 by M. Lion, 
who had to fight for it with several bidders, 
including a private collector, M. Le Roux 
de Villers. M. Jacques Seligmann paid 
$9,460 for another Louis XV suite which 
formerly belonged to the Marquis dTvry 
and was at the Chateau de Coraboeuf in 
Brittany. 

Some Forthcoming Sales. 

I am now permitted to say that the col- 
lection of 18th century French gouaches 
and drawings which, as I announced in the 
Art News of Mar. 21, will be sold by MM. 
Lair-Dubreuil and Henri Baudoin at the 
Georges Petit Gallery, April 30, is the 
private collection of Mr. E. C. Hodgkins, 
the well-known art dealer of Paris and 
London. The collection includes many fine 
examples of the great artists of the period. 

One of the biggest sales of the season 
will be that of the famous Delaroff collec- 
tion, which has been brought to Paris from 
St. Petersburg and will be sold in four in- 
stalments, the first at the Georges Petit 
Gallery, April 23 and 24, to consist of paint- 
ings by Old Masters. The drawings and 
various art works, with some less import- 
ant paintings, will be sold at the Hotel 
Drouot April 27-29 and the rest of the 
paintings will pass under the hammer at the 
Hotel Drouot May 2 and May 18-20. MM. 
Lair-Dubreuil and Doublot will be the auc- 
tioneers. 

On April 27, MM. Lair-Dubreuil and Bau- 
doin will sell at the Georges Petit Gallery 
the Willems collection, from Brussels, con- 
sisting of modern pictures; and the same 
auctioneers will begin on the same day at 
the Hotel Drouot the sale of another im- 
portant modern collection, the engravings 
and etchings belonging to the late M. 
Roger Marx. This latter sale will last all 
the week, ending on Saturday May 2. April 
will end, as already stated, with the Hodg- 
kins sale. 

May Auction Sales. 

Several important sales besides those of 
the Delaroff collection already mentioned 
are announced for May. There will be 
three more sales of the stock of the late 
firm of Seligmann Bros., all at the Hotel 
Drouot, the third sale, consisting of art 
works of the 15th and 16th centuries, will 
be held on May 5-6; the fourth sale 18th 
century art works and objects of vertu May 
8-9, and the fifth and last sale, again devot- 
ed to the 15th and 16th centuries, on May 
12-13. As at the two previous sales, the 
auctioneers will be MM. Lair-Dubreuil and 
Henri Baudoin. 

The same auctioneers will sell at the 
Hotel Drouot May 7 the collection of Mme. 
Delia Torre, mainly composed of 18th cen- 
tury old prints and of furniture and objects 
Galler3^ The first, conducted by MM. Lair- 
Dubreuil alone will offer, also at the Hotel, 
the collection of pictures by old and modern 
masters formed by the late M. Jules 
Claretie, Director of the Comedie Frangaise. 
MM. Lair-Dubreuil and M. Henri Baudoin 
will appear at the Manzi Gallery for the 
first time this year. May 11-13, to sell the 
modern pictures and art works from the 
collection of the late M. Roger Marx, whose 
prints, as has already been said, will be sold 
in the last week of April. On May 14-15 
MM. Lair-Dubreuil will sell at the Hotel 
Drouot the collection of a lady deceased, 
who is described merely as Madame H. It 
includes both old and modern pictures, 
tapestries and various works of art. 

Roux and Sambon Sales. 

In the last ten days of May there will be 
two very important sales at the Georges Pe- 
tit Gallery. The first, conducted by MM. Lair- 
Dubreuil and Baudoin, will be that of the 
collection of modern pictures and works of 
art belonging to M. Antony Roux and will 
be held, May 19-20; the second, in -which 
MM. Lair-Dubreuil will appear alone, will 
be that of the celebrated Sambon collec- 
tion. It will begin on May 25 and will last 
four days. In a future number of the Art 
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News some description will be given of the 
wonderful collection which Dr. Arthur 
Sambon has spent so many years in form- 
ing. As everyone knows, it includes fine 
antique, mediaeval and renaissance sculp- 
tures, a superb collection of ceramics begin- 
ning with early Persian pottery, several 
magnificent Persian MSS. one of which is 
unique, ivories, enamels, and even 18th 
century porcelain and pictures. So far as 
oriental art is concerned, the Sambon col- 
lection is probal)ly the finest in private 
hands and its sale will be one of the events 
of the year. 

Signer Crespi's Pictures. 
On June 4 there will l)e another big sale 
at the Georges Petit Gallery, that of the 
pictures by the Old Masters belonging to 
Signor Crespi, the well known Milan art 
dealer; the second part of the collection will 
be sold at the Hotel Drouot, June 6, the 
auctioneers at both sales being MM. Lair- 
Dubreuil and Baudoin. Two other import- 
ant sales will be held by the same auc- 
tioneers in June at the Georges Petit Gal- 
lery, those of the collections of the Marquis 
de Biron and of Mr. Fairfax Murray. M. 
de Biron's collection, the sale of which will 
begin on June 8 and last four days, includes 
old pictures and drawings, various art 
works, old furniture and a large number of 
fine old frames. Mr. Fairfax Murray's col- 
lection, to be sold June 15, contains many 
fine pictures by the Old Masters.

The dish was probably executed by Cellini 
about the year 1545, for one of the Knights 
of the Order of the Crescent, founded by 
Rene Due D'Anjou in 1446, and composed 
principally of Florentine nobles. Each of 
the four panels of the dish is 14^ inches in 
diameter. They show respectively the Siege 
and Sack of Jerusalem, Titus at Memphis, 
The Triumph of Titus and Vespasian at 
Rome, and the Dedication Festival at The 
Colosseum.

During the past few years the artist has 
changed his mode of expression and the re- 
sult is a group of high-keyed, colorful and 
joyous works, individual in expression. An 
opalescent "Springtime," is one of the most 
appealing canvases. "Children Playing" is 
rich in color and rhythmic in line. "A 
Child's World" is brilliant and vibrant. 
"Dancing" is romantic in feeling and has a 
jewel-like quality. "Children Swinging," a 
small canvas, should not be missed. 

Mr. Perrine shows, of his older works, 
"Ice Floes," dull and gray in tone, but 
strong in execution and good in design, and 
"The Moon's Ring," gray and black, full 
of poetry and with rare quality. 



It is difficult to select for special men- 
tion, frorn among these delightful transcrip- 
tions, painted with rare feeling and sym- 
pathyrof lands "where Southern suns more 
warmly shine," but perhaps the artist's 
transcriptions of the vari and vivid colored 
flashing Bahamian shores and seas, and 
skies, of always alluring Capri and Amalfi, 
arid of the too little known (to Americans) 
Dalmatian coast at Ragusa and Cattaro, the 
most stand out. Mr. Senat will be called 
an old-fashioned painter by certain so- 
called "modernists" and their followers, but 
to those who love Nature truthfully and 
S3niipathetically presented by an accom- 
plished brush, this exhibition will strongly 
appeal. 

In a smaller gallery there are some 26 pas- 
tels and four drawings chiefly of French 
landscapes and Parisian scenes by George 
H. Washington with certain facility and 
feeling and very delicate and charming in 
color. 



Chilean Landscapes at Arlington Gallery. 

Alfred Helsby a native of Chile, born of 
English parents, is holding for the first time 
in this country, a "one man" show, at the 
Arlington Galleries, 274 Madison Ave., of 
some forty-eight works through Apl. 29. 
High in key and brilliant in color the works 
are thoroughly typical of the country which 
the artist knows well. He is a good 
draughtsman and a natural colorist. Some 
of the subjects which he has rendered with 
ability ane "Farmhouses in Springtime," an 
appealing work; "A Pearly Day on the 
Coast," lovely in tone and feeling; "A 
Roadway in Spring," with all the atmos- 
phere of the season; "Full Moon (near 
Santiago)," "Old Convent (Rio de Janeiro)," 
"Sunset Across the Valley," "Hills of Mo- 
locton" and "Winter, Santiago." 

In the exhibition there are also two works 
by Benito R. Correa, a young Chilean paint- 
er of unusual talent, "Silver Sea," poeti- 
cally rendered, and "Maternity," a well- 
drawn and composed presentment of a 
mother and babe. 



Women Artists at MacDowell Club. 

An exhibition of women's work is on at 
the MacDowell Club, 108 West 55 St., 
through Apl. 27. Nine artists are repre- 
I sented, more than half of them from Balti- 
more. All are painters of the old or "sane" 
school, except Maud D. Bryant, who has 
seven examples of the "vibrant" style. She 
displays considerable talent, gets good color 
effects and has an individual viewpoint. "Old 
Teacups and Flowers," "The Dormer Win- 
dow" and "The Dreamer" are her best 
works. Elsbeth Allen shows herself a 
painter of light and air. Her "Indian Cove, 
Hog Island, Me." and "Monhegan Head- 
land," are attractive and interesting. 

Alice Worthington Ball, of Baltimore, is 
represented by five examples, of which 
"Fortune Telling" and "In a Southern Mar- 
ket," show her at her best. She draws well 
and forcefully and her compositions are well 
arranged. Josephine G. Cochrane has some 
genres. Sarah Noble-Ives, of Middletf6wn,> 
Conn., who selected the exhibits, has a 
group of nine canvases, which do her credit,- 
painted in Europe and representing Belgian 
and Venetian scenes. The other exhibitors, 
are Marie de Ford Keller, M. Bradish-Tit- 
comb, of Boston, and Mrs. Camelia Whit- 
hurst, whose theatrical characters are well 
chosen and cleverly painted. 

American Artists at Gimbel's. 

The third exhibition of paintings by 
American artists is announ(;^ed by Gimbel 
Brothers. The works have been hung under 
the direction of the Artists' Advisory Board, 
composed of Edward Dufner, Charles Bit- 
tinger and C. C. Curran, and will be shown 
for two weeks, beginning Monday, Apl. 20, 
in the special galleries on the sixth floor. 
Individual mention of the works will be 
made in the next issue.

Now that the Annual Academy Exhibi- 
tion is a thing of the past, the echoes of a 
controversy regarding the selection of the 
pictures still persist, and yet, while the pres- 
ent system seems to be unsatisfactory both 
to the profession and the public, no one has 
come forward with a better plan. Perhaps, 
after the smoke has cleared away some 
remedy for the existing state of affairs may 
be found. Meanwhile, there is on view in 
the Academy Galleries, an interesting col- 
lection of pictures by Birge and Alexander 
Harrison, brothers and natives of Philadel- 
phia, who, after their preliminary studies in 
the Academy schools, continued these 
abroad, before the days of the Cresson 
Traveling Scholarship, and achieved fame 
and distinction away from home as fre- 
quently happens to our cleverest painters.

Birge Harrison's work, in absolute con- 
trast with that of his brother, is equally 
skilful and interesting in its way, treatment 
of effects of snow seen in difficult lights 
under different conditions, in city and coun- 
try, use of more than one medium on the 
same canvas, contributing to the success of 
the completed picture. 

The Plastic Club exhibition of dry point 
portraits and color etchings by Mathilde de 
Cordoba and Zella de Milhau is on to Apl. 
29. 

A bronze medallion of the late Dr. John 
H. Musser will be unveiled at the University 
Hospital on Apl. IS. It is the work of Dr. 
R. Tait McKenzie, shows a portrait of the 
deceased founder of the Social Service De- 
partment, in low relief, and will occupy a 
space on a wall near the entrance.

CHICAGO. 

Connoisseurs are flocking to Roullier's 
Gallery, to enjoy the exhibition of fifty 
original drawings by Sir Thomas Lawrence, 
exhibited at the Scott and Fowles Gallery 
in New York last Winter and includes 
many of the best examples of the 
famous master. Indeed, this show, in its 
entirely, noticed in the Art News when held 
in New York, is as fragrant as rose petals 
in color-tints, and the execution is skillfully 
ethereal in mystic shadows of color as 
it is subtly definite. It comprises a galaxy 
presentment of women famous for beauty, 
and of men equally famous for chivalry and 
statesmanship. 

There is a collection of deliciously in- 
teresting pen drawings and pen portraits 
in color, by Joseph Pierre Nuyttens, at An- 
derson's Gallery. Every subject is as beau- 
tiful as unique. There is an individualistic 
quality in this artist's work, and the por- 
traits are especially charming. The picture 
of :J^lme.^, Lina Cavalieri is a gem in free- 
hand art, and its coloring is most delicate. 
This Belgian is a master in pen-art. 
Mrs. Stacey's Institute Show. 

Anna L. Stacey is exampled by fifty of 
her oils in a gallery of the Art Institute. 
Mrs. Stacey is one of the most popular of 
Chicago artists, is a landscapist of high 
rank, and her marines always attract. Her 
portraits are remarkable for a certain force 
of characterization. They seem to express 
an inner shrine of the soul, and never lapse 
into that mere surface expression that 
dooms a portrait to a flat likeness. In this 
show, Mrs. Stacey has several splendid por- 
traits, French landscapes, scenes along the 
Atlantic coast, including tempestuous ma- 
rines, scenes around Quebec, and a few 
glimpses of Italy. 

Chicago Architectural Club Display. 

The twenty-seventh annual exhibition of 
the Chicago Architectural Club is on in the 
Art Institute. The assemblage is not as 
extensive as previous shows, due to less 
architectural business during the past year. 
Drawings of plans are much less in evi- 
dence, but pictures, in color, including arch- 
itectural accomplishments environed with 
landscape beauties, are largely in evidence. 
Frank L. Wright occupies one gallery with 
elaborate models of his work; and the 
Midway-gardens model portrays a block of 
architectural features in process of con- 
struction at the Midway and Cottage Grove 
Avenue. 

Among the architects exampled are 
Charles J. Connie, Boston; Brust and Phil- 
lipp, Milwaukee; Carrerre and Hastings, 
Clement J. Barnhorn, J. M. Burlinger, and 
James L. Burley, N. Y.; H. Hornbostel, 
Pittsburg; Lawrence Buck, H. H. Bently, 
Bauman, Fay M. Barnes, Aroner and Som- 
ers, Atelier Bennett and Henry Stickroth. 

In its entirety, the show is distinguished — 
and while there are traditional inspirations, 
it is obvious that American architecture is 
building to traditions in its own art, in ac- 
cord with the dominant spirit of the United 
States. There's a break-away from the fad 
of following alien patterns of old masters 
and modern foreign adaptations. 

Ralph Pearson has closed his Chicago 
studio and joined the Elverhoj and Crafts- 
men's Colony, at Milton-on-Hudson, N. Y., 
where he will instruct a Summer class in 
etching. He will return to Chicago late in 
the Autumn.

BOSTON. 

The exhibition of Austro-Hungarian 
graphic arts at the Art Club, evidently like 
its predecessor, the Bakst show, under the 
chaperonage of the ubiquitous Mr. Birn- 
baum, is extremely interesting and well 
worthy serious study. 

Undoubtedly the Art Club would be en- 
titled to great praise for offering its hospi- 
tality to these works, but for the fact that 
b'y so doing it deprives itself and the public 
of the long-awaited exhibition of the work 
of Boston painters, promised as a balm for 
the hurts of those worthies, who were, one 
and all, omitted from the last exhibition of 
"contemporary American painting." Now, 
such an exhibition would come too late in 
the season to be of any value. 

One would think that collections of this 
sort might be shown at the Art Museum, 
and that the Art Club might be left free to 
develop the much neglected field of its own 
artist membership. 

In the Galleries. 

In Doll & Richards Galleries exhibitions 
by Abraham Molarsky, A. P. Blum (etch- 
ings) and Katherine S. Dreier continue. 
Miss Dreier-s present style is calculated to 
make even a color hardened art critic "sit 
up." It is not that it is so startling, but is 
so unexpected, that the optic nerve twitches 
at the sight of these clever, ambitious, origi- 
nal examples. Some designs for mural dec- 
oration show uncommon and harmonious 
color schemes. "Founding of Paterson" 
(decorative sketch), is good in general 
grouping and color. "The Inquisitive Frog," 
a sketch for a decoration, is also of charm- 
ing color. 

Mr. Molarsky's landscapes are refreshing, 
simple in color and feeling, with the culti- 
vated reserve of a student who knows what 
can be done with a subject and how to do 
it. 

Alfred Smith, in the Copley Gallery, ex- 
hibits 14 portraits, among them, "Two 
Judges" (James M. Morton, and James M. 
Morton, Jr.), an important canvas, 5x7 feet. 

In the Front Room of the Copley Gallery 
Mrs. Marian L. Peabody shows a collection 
of recent work, portraits in oil, pastels, and 
a number of landscapes in watercolbr. A 
portrait of "Bishop Lawrence," in the ec- 
clesiastical robes of office, is lent by the 
Episcopal Theological School. This is a 
good likeness and a dignified presentation.

The Annual Spring Exhibition of the Caro- 
lina Art Association opened April 3, with the 
usual reception at which the directors and 
their wives received with the Woman's 
Board of whom Mrs. Luther Lapham is 
chairman. The pictures shown this year 
are those composing one of the traveling 
exhibitions of the American Federation of 
Arts, and will be shown for a month, duriifg- 
which time there will be an afternoon re- 
ception every Tuesday. 

Among the painters represented there arc 
many whose works are familiar to Charles- 
ton. The pictures appear to have been 
selected with the view of showing a num- 
ber of individual styles and gamuts of color. 

Among the most striking pictures are sev- 
eral that show this diversity of theme and 
treatment. There is a charming example of 
Arthur Wesley Dow, "The Golden Willow." 
Carl J. Nordell's "Choosing the Gift," is al- 
most prismatically brilliant. Directly oppo- 
site in treatment and color is the exquisite 
marine, "The Turquoise Sea," by Herman 
Dudley Murphy. There are a number of 
portraits shown, each quite individual in 
treatment, "The Artist," by Catherine 
Cutcher, "A Portrait," by Alice Kent Stod- 
dard, "The Mandarin Orange," by Adolphe 
Borie, "The Baby," by Henry Salem Hub- 
bell, "Mother and Child," by Jean McLane, 
and "Italian Mother and Child," by the same 
artist. ^ The last two are treated in a loving 
and faithful way, and the last is one of the 
best in the exhibition, being individual, life- 
like and vivid. 

Among other attractive canvases are 
"Cobb's Creek," Daniel Garber, "Autumn," 
Bruce Crane, "The Red Maple," Georg-e 
Noyes, and "Sunset on the Neponset," Birgc 
Harrison. 

There are two pictures, loaned by the 
Chicago Art Institute from its permanent 
collection: "Apple Blossoms," by Louis 
Betts and "Little Sylvia," by C. W. Haw- 
thorne.
